No people:oti earth exceed Spanish- 
Americans in appreciation wof! a 
courtesy or a favor shown them. 
This may be due to their long inbred 
polite manners. It may date.back 
in part to the ‘royal tradition. Uiti- 
mately, it no doubt betrays a pleas- 
ing Oriental strain. But to no na- 
tion or group of nations could Presi- 
det COooLIDGE have taken such*pains 
to give a special mark of his con- 
gideration with a certainty that the 
response would be gracious, ample 
and (even overwhelming. Havana 
dispatches show how instantly the 
Cubans felt a special obligation to 
reciprocate, while ‘the other *coun- 
tries represented at Havana made it 
clear that they regard themselves as 
recipients of a high compliment. 

It was a.fine opportunity which 
President CooLipGe had at his hand, 
and. he has made use of it to the 
best advantage. Not since the days 
of HENRY {CLAY and of the younger 
ADAMS has ‘the United States ap- 
peared before.the Central and South 
American republics with arms ‘thus 
wide-open. It was.a-happy .chance 
that the meeting of the Pan-Ameri- 
can Congress was fixed this year at 
Havana, where the President could 
go,.and make his great demonstra- 
tionof friendship without having 
long to take his hand off our Own 
public business. And the delegation 
of ‘able and distinguished Americans 
whom he took with him, and many 
of ‘whom will remain through the 

fons of the congress, serve to 
heighten the intention of giving our 
South’ American friends to under- 
stand; that we hold them worthy of 
thé. best we have in conference and 
wise planning. 

President COooLince’s' address itself 
‘was mecessarily confined to the gen- 
eralities of friendship. None of the 
points sharply in ‘dispute of recent 
months were touched upon by the 
President. They would naturally 
comeé.up for discussion, if at all,.in 
special committees or. in meetings 
of the jurists of the Pan American 

“Union. Just one hint President 
CooLibce did give regarding what 
might be called the higher duties of 
“thé.

Its main concern is sidecanell: It 
wants to be able-to plump for the 
winner so that it will not have to 
ask with Mr. Richard Swiveller: “Is 
the old min friendly?” -It is too 
early for these far-seeing statesmen 
to know where they care going to 
be at. Several agricultural societies 
have their annual meetings at Albany 
this week. We may expect to hear a 
good deal of the rooted dislike of the 
up-State ruralists for Mr. HOOVER. 
This is an old charge. It has been 
largely dispelled by the publication 
of the facts. Republication of them 
by the proposed Hoover committee 
may be of service; but perhaps Mr. 
HOOVER’S warmest friends will not be 
exhilarated by a “ campaign of edu- 
cation.” He stands on his own merits 
and achievements, as do Mr. DAWES 
and Mr. LOWDEN. 

The counting up of delegates be- 
fore they are hatched in other States 
is an excess of enthusiasm. We are 
not sure that Mr. HILLEs and Mr. 
Morris and his associates are not 
unconsciously aiding .Mr. HOOVER 
more -by their pretended neutrality 
than his too-eager partisans by their 
activity: They should be quietly at 
work in every district preparing the 
way for the election of as many 
Hoover delegates as possible. This 
will be hard enough, for the County 
Chairmen know their game. -The 
Hoover people want one thing. .The 
organization wants another. Every 
Republican is “ anti-organization ” 
who won’t trust the so oft proved 
wisdom of the machine to pick his 
candidate for President. Its moguls 
are bound to be as terrible at Kansas 
City as they have long been at 
Albany. 

The friends of particular candi- 
dates in New York don’t have to 
‘break their heads over the arcane 
‘subtlety of the machine. ‘ When 
the cat jumps, then jump I.” Why, 
if the name of our old friend, Sena- 
tor WESLEY LIvsEY JONES, should 
come out of the wheel, the men. be- 
hind the machine would discover that 
they were all original Jones men; 
that JoNges had been their hope, 
dream, prayer, and that they had 
been secretly working for his nomi- 
nation all the time. 


“LIFTING THE BAN” ON 
FRENCH LOANS. 


It is not wholly clear what spe- 
cific purpose or motive lay behind 
the State Department’s annouhCe- 
ment of Saturday that, so far 
as concerns industrial loans, .‘the 
“ban”- on’ the placing of French 
securities in the American market 
is removed. The? circumstances_.on 
which the previous disapproval ‘of 
the: department: had been based— 
failure of the French debt settle- 
mént- ‘negotiations to reach” a 
satisfactory conclusion—had | not 
changed.. So far as can be seen, the 
“ban” still holds as against new 
French Government issues. “The

pressure on, the bank itself to buy 
all the drafts presented against re- 
turn ‘of capital to France. 

Whether the: mere removal of the 
Government’s prohibition. against 
export. of capital will . accomplish 
much is doubted. The phenomenon 
of the day has been withdrawal of 
expatriated French capital from its 
foreign investments and its remit- 
tance. back, to. the home. market. 
Furthermore, the actual movement 
of French capital during the period 
when. fear -of disastrous depression 
of the franc existed, had ‘shown the 
statute: against shipment of ‘capital 
abroad to ‘be largely inoperative: It 
did, to be sure, prevent the open 
purchase .on the. foreign exchange 
market of drafts: to convey French 
capital’ to’ London or the United 
States, But the same purpose .was 
effected through the simple expe- 
dient of leaving on deposit, in the 
market to which French exports had 
been sent, the proceeds of their sale. 
On how large a scale this virtual 
evasion ofthe law had been -prac- 
ticed, the magnitude of the return 
flow of exiled capital gives conclu- 
sive evidence. 

Whether the announcements ° by 
the French and American Govern- 
ments do or do not result in‘ im- 
portant international movements .of 
capital, each of them points at-least 
to restoration of normal relations in 
international finance. Those. rela- 
tions have altered greatly since the 
war; pre-war France was a heavy 
lender on foreign markets; indeed, 
one of the highly complicating cir- 
cumstances in our own financial 
position of 1914 was the approach- 
ing maturity of a New York City 
loan which had been floated at 
Paris.. Even when France shall have 
effected her return to the gold 
standard and a permanently stable 
currency, it is possible that this 
large-scale investment of French 
capital abroad will not recur. Yet 
we have already learned that proph- 
ecy in such matters is dangerous. A 
country whose fund of available 
floating capital was so great even 
in 1925 and 1926 that it was. able 
to ‘send abroad for safekeeping 
more than $1,000,000,000 and after- 
ward bring it home again, is a 
country of large future possibilities 
on the international market. 


AN OHIO VIEWPOINT. 


In a national sense, the endorsement 
of Governor SMITH’s Presidential 
qualifications by JAMES M. Cox is 
approval from the most uncompro- 
mising of the League leaders. From 
the time when as the party nominee 
in 1920 Mr. Cox took up the stand- 
ard of the Wilson foreign policies 
he has never lowered them. In'a 
technical sense, his endorsement of 
Mr. SMITH as a State Executive is 
praise from the three-time Governor 
of a great American Commonwealth, 
with .a. distinguished record of ef- 
ficiency. In a political sense, Mr. 
Cox’s implication that the Ohio’ dele- 
gation will vote for Governor: SMITH 
after paying its agreed compliment 
to ex-Senator POMERENE may. be 
taken as word from a_ practical 
State leader who knows what he is 
talking about. 

It.is far too early..to accept the 
rosy prediction, found in a column 
of THE TIMES adjoining: Mr. Cox’s 
‘interview,-that Governor SMITH will 
be nominated on the first ballot; or 
that he will'go into the Houston con- 
vention with a majority. Possibly 
‘this may prove true, but the ‘legiti- 
mate prospects are otherwise. Mr. 
Cox’s' view: that Mr..Smrru, being 
‘the outstanding leader and the best- 
qualified man, cannot. be refused 
nomination: ‘by the party of JEFFER- 
SON on grounds. that -woiild -be| the 
defensible is undoubtedly growing 
to be the general view of the Demo- 
‘cratic chieftains.

MORI’S WAR ON. THE. MAFIA. 

Prefect Mori of Palermo, who has 
troken the back of the Mafia’ in 
Sicily by bringing to trial 147 men 
and women and convicting them of 
guilt or complicity on indictments 
for crimes that. have made the so- 
ciety infamous, will go.down in his- 
tory as a deliverer and superman, 
To his fearlessness and disregard of 
consequences, his intelligence and 
tenacity of purpose, it would be dif- 
ficult to do justice. He has suc- 
ceeded where NICOTERA, Home Min- 
ister in the first Liberal Cabinet of 
United Italy, failed because Baron 
TORINA, one of the heads of the 
Mafia, had influence enough to 
drive NICOTERA. from office. The 
task the Minister set himself was 
to break up brigandage in Ca- 
labria. Later. came the’ case’ of 
NOTARBARTOLO, Mayor of Palermo 
and -director of the Bank of Sicily. 
He’ made war on the Mafia, only to 
be murdered in a railway carriage 
on the night of Feb. 1, 1893. For 
seven years all attempts to hunt 
down his slayers were futile. Sev- 
eral persons were finally brought to 
trial at Milan. .In the court room 
Lieutenant NOTARBARTOLO of the 
navy, a son of the murdered man, 
rose in his place and exclaimed: 
“He who ordered the assassination, 
“he who. is the real murderer, is 
“ Deputy PALIZZOLO, the head,of the 
“ Mafia.” 

PALIZZOLO; enjoying parliamentary 
immunity; .was not at first. mo- 
lested, but-the Government, everitu- 
ally gathering’ courage, swept ‘the 
privilege aside and called upon the 
Chamber to authorize the arrest of 
its Deputy. Such was the terror in- 
spired by the’ Mafia’ that it was diffi- 
cult to gét anybody to testify. It was 
brought Ont. that.

These, with the Lexington and 
Saratoga, two new carriers, will give 
a total of seven.

The Lexington and 
Saratoga carry, from seventy-two to 
eighty-four planes each.
